PREFACE 


The Australian Standard Commodity Classification (ASCC) has been developed 
by the ABS to facilitate the compilation of comparable Australian production, 
import and export commodity statistics, to improve the comparability of 
Australian production commodity statistics with equivalent commodity 
statistics of other countries (compiled in accordance with international 
standard commodity classification) and to provide a framework for the 
integration and standardisation of Australian commodity statistics generally. 


Part 1 of the ASCC includes the introduction, broad structure of the ASCC, 
summary classification and commodity keys linking production and overseas 
trade items to standard (ASCC) items. 


This part (Part 2) includes the detailed classification which lists the 
standard (ASCC) items under the industry of origin headings which constitute 
the broad structure of the ASCC and shows, for each ASCC item, its component 
(or corresponding) production, import and export items. (For detailed 
information on the principles and structure of the classification and the 
standard commodity items it includes, reference should be made to the 
Introduction included in Part 1).
